Intrigued and excited t>y her 
discovery of the musical with 
hook and lyrics by Anderson 
and an incomplete score bj the 

late Kurt Weill. Dr Kimball 
wrote to the widows of both 
men. seeking permission to 
produce the musical Lotte 
I.enya Weill's widow, refused 
permission to use Weill's mus 
ic. Mrs. Anderson, howeve r, 
agreed to having the work pro- 
duced at Methodist College 
and gave added permission for 
a new score to be added 

After submitting represen- 
tative scores to five of the 21 
songs in the play to Mrs And- 
erson for her approval. Dr. 
Jack Peyrouse received the fi- 
nal go ahead for the produc 
tion in early January Pey 
rouse, director of theatre arts 
at Methodist College, will di 
red the play w hile Dr Kimball 
will produce the five sched

Selective Service regis- 
tration for men born in 19H2 
took place during the week 
of January S. Men born in 
19r»:i land later) should reg- 
ister within 'M) days of their 
18th birthdays This is a 
continuation of the pro* 
grant begUfl last summer, 
whereby men born in 19H0 
and 19K1 visited post offi- 
ces across the nation to fill 
in the registration form. 

The purpose of registra- 
tion is to build a pool of 
names and addresses from 
which Selective Service 
could draw in an emergen- 
cy, According to Dr. Ber- 
nard I) Hostker. Director 
of the Selective Service 

System: "Registration di- 
rectly improves our capa- 
bility to respond . actu- 
ally reducing lead time bv 



at least four weeks. We 
think that provides a signif- 
icant advantage, especially 
when matched with the 
very low cost of the regis- 
tration effort." The direct 
costs of registration are 
less than $2 per registrant. 

By way of background, 
one of the basic underlying 
assumptions of the All- 
Volunteer Force concept 
was that the country should 
always maintain a stand-by 
Selective Service, with an 
on-going system of resist ra- 
tion. When the draft was 
ended in 1972. registration 
was in fact continued until 
suspended in 1975. Over the 
next lew years, the capabil- 
ities of Selective Service 
steadily declined to an un- 
acceptable level, prompt 
inn a total revitali/ation 
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which began in November 

1979 This program - of 
w hich registration is a part 
— is designed to return the 
Selective Service System to 
the readiness level re 
quired for an emergency 
back up to our peace time 
volunteer armed Ibices 
Other actions underw ay in- 
clude the development of 
greatly improved computer 
support, and the develop- 
ment of a training program 
for potential draft board 
members.

Male citizens and aliens re- 
siding in the United States 
born in i960, HM1 or 1962 
except those on student or 
similar visas or who are 
members of trade or diplo- 
matic missions, and men al- 
ready serving on active du- 
ty must register. Men born 
in 196!* and later years w ill 
be required to register 
within :t0 days of their 18th 
birthdays. 

When: Men born in HWA 
within M) days of their 18th 
birthdays. Men born in I960 
and 1961 and 1962 should 
already have registered 
this year: those who have 
not are encouraged to do so 
as soon as possible. 

Where: At any of more 
than H4.500 1 S. Post Offi- 
ces throughout the nation, 
or at embassies or consular 
offices overseas.

The Energy Crisis: No Contingency Plan 
An Exclusive Interview With Dr. Edward Teller 



In 1919. the 1 1 year old Hun 
garian. Kdward Teller, expe 
tienced the takeover of his 
country l>y a Communist gov- 
ernment He later lied Ger- 
many w hen Hitler rose to pow 
er He arrived in the I'nited 
Slates from London in August 
of 1935 Having twice expe 
i icnced the oppressive nature 
Of totalitarian governments. 
Dr Teller has remained vehe 
mently outspoken about his 
political views 

A controversial figure. Dr 
Teller is a man of interesting 
contrasts In the 1940 s he 
worked on the development ol 
the atomic and hydrogen 
bombs, while in the 1950 s he 
was chairman of the world s 
Ural committee to consider 
reactor safeguards Today. one 
of Teller's primary concerns is 
the advocacy of energy conscr 
vation coupled with the devel 
opmenl of at many alternative 
energy sources as possible 
While his knowledge and ex 
perience of nuclear fission 
make him a strong advocate of 
that source of power, he also 
strongly urges scientists to ac- 
tively pursue all possible al 
Icrriativcs 

That oil is very important 
nobody can deny Between 
1950 and 1975. the per capita 
energy consumption of the 
Third World increased by NO 
percent This was lar greater 
than Increase* any* here else 
The Third World depends on 
oil Basil) Imported. easily dis- 
tributed, without oil the devel 
oping countries will not eat 
What saves them today from 
starvation is the accomplish 

ments of the Green Revolu- 
tion. The new crops produce 
on the same acreage multi 
pies of the former yields Hut 
these new agricultural pro- 
grams won't go w ithout lots of 
irrigation and without nitro- 
gen based fertilizer, which re 
quires energy to produce 
Without oil. countless millions 
of people would starve to 
death 

This makes the situation in 
the Persian Gulf all the more 
critical Soviet troops have oc- 
cupied Afghanistan Soviet 
tanks are massed in Yemen on 
the other side of the Strait of 
llormuz When the Kremlin 
gives the signal, the Gulf of 
Persia can be bottled up in a 
matter of days And w e can do 
nothing about it." 

World Research's staff 
member, Catnona Tudor, was 
granted an exclusive inter- 
view with Dr Teller when he 
was speaking at a symposium 
on nuclear power at the I'ni 
varsity of California. Santa 
Barbara. It w as made possible 
through the gracious efforts of 
Mr .lames Davenport 

WW: In your recent book, 
Knergy from Heaven and Karth. 
you say that there is enough 
energy available to satisfy 
man's needs Do you think that 
we can tap these energy sour 
COS? 

Teller: 1 am sure that we are 
going to tap these energy sour- 
ces. 1 have become quite 
doubtful whether we can tap 
them in sufficient time We 
have lost too much time, and to 
develop them does take a 
number of years. 



WW: Why have we lost this 
time' 

Teller: The quality of people 
that are appointed by the Pies 
ident make a great deal of dif- 
ference in terms of how well 
the programs are adminis 
tered There are people ap 
pointed tothe Nuclear Regula 
tory Commission today whose 
only qualification is that they 
were trained by Ralph Nadar 
That's not a scientific back 
ground 

When the NHC was first 
formed in 1975. it was headed 
by Hill Anders, an engineer as- 
tronaut who staked his life on 
the faultless functioning of 
more than 1(H), 000 parts in the 
rockets that carried him 
around the moon and back 

Unquestionably, he knows 

about safety 

Within the first few months 
of this agency's existence, a 
leak was discovered in the wa- 
ter cooling system of one of the 
boiling water reactors Be 
cause such a leak might even 
ttiatty develop into a rupture, 
requiring that the emergency 
core cooling system should 
take over, the small leak was 
taken very seriously Not only 
was the reactor shut down, but 
also orders were given that 
within the next month all 
similar boiling-water reactors 
numbering approximately two 
dozen, should be shut down 
and inspected Within weeks 
this order had been carried 
(Hit None of the other boil 
mgwater reactors had any 
leaks 

In contrast. 1» months be 
lore the incident at Three Mile 
Island there was a similar 
valve failure at the Davis 
Hesse plant A report was 
turned in to the NHC. but it w as 

never circulated it Just sat in 

a pigeonhole As a result, no- 
thing w as (tone about it 

The problem at Three Mile 
Island, of course, was com- 
pounded by the fact that the 
operators, by virtue of being 
undernamed and underpaid, 
were not aware of the conse 
quenccs of their actions. The 

operators shut down two se- 
parate safety systems before 
identifying the original prob- 
lem It should be noted, howev- 
er, that even under these 
worst imaginable circumstan- 
ces, there was no damage to 
the health of any person 



units sometimes called 
terns The radiation that an 
American receives from non 
nuclear sources amounts to 
0 17 r units per year This aver 
age dose to w hich we are all ex- 
posed from natural back 
ground and diagnostic x-rays 
duel not produce any notice 
able effects 

Experiments on rats and 
mice have shown beneficial ef- 
fects at levels much higher 
than the natural background 
t hese In- nefi c i a I effect s a re not 
understood and may not be ap- 
plicable to humans They 
show, however, that we know 
next to nothing about these e\ 
ceedingly low level radiations 
except the obvious and impor- 
lattl point that their effect is 
very small 

Here is the relevant point 
concerning nuclear reactors a 
bystander is not apt to rec eive 
radiation from a reactor 
amounting to more than a tew 
percent of natural background 
radiation On the average he 
w ill get less than that amount 
The effects of natural back 
grounds are so small that they 
remain unknown, unverified 
by explicit experiments in 

spite of diligent efforts to de- 
termine them It is this un- 
known source of possible 
trouble that is played up as an 
important effect The un 
know n seems to be frightening 
even when we know that it is 
much less dangerous than 
what nature itself provides 
This ts a remarkable teat of 
scan- propaganda. 

WKI: Would you say. then 
that the people who have re- 
cently been appointed to these 
nuclear regulatory positions 

do not have the scientific qual- 
ifications? 

Teller: They are certainly 
not scientists or experts in the 
manner that one would hope 
for For example, again in con 
nection with Three Mile Is 
land, the reactor, because of 
the extreme heat of the metal 
and the water in contact with 
it. formed a hydrogen bubble 
inside the reactor This was 
something that anyone who is 
fentiiar w ith the mechanics of 
nuclear reactors would antici- 
pate It is a process which must 
go on because of the reducing 
conditions present within the 
reactor However, these very 
same conditions, by their na 




WW: What about delayed ra- 



diation effects'' 

Teller: Most conservative es- 
timates of the health effects of 
the Three Mile Island accident 
are that one person at some 
later time — one single person 
— may develop cancer. Howev- 
er, this single case has only a 
low probability of occurring 

You know, we know more 
about radiation hazard than 
any other contemporary ha- 
zard Radiation is commonly 
measured in roentgens or r- 



ture. make it impossible for ox- 
ygen to be present at the same 
time Anyone who knows any 
thing about nuclear reactors 
knows this There were many 
experts on the scene at Three 
Mile Island whose opinion 
could have been sought, yet 
the NRC released statements 
to the press in direct contra 
diction to the scientific fact, 
and had the entire country and 
the world holding their breath 
over what probably most peo- 
ple expected was a hydrogen 




bomb about to go off 

WRI: What is the likelihood 
of a nuclear reactor exploding 
I ike a bomb'' 

Teller: A nuclear reactor 
cannot be turned into an atom 
IC bomb It is not the presence 
of great amounts of energy that 

is essential to an atomic explo- 
sion; it is the fast release of 
this energy An intricate spec- 
ial design is necessary to make 
a last release ot energy possi 
ble. This design is lacking in 
reactors A reactor can release 
some excess energy, but the 

reactor shuts itself down long 

before as much energy is re 
leased as would result from a 
common chemical explosion 

WRI: Why then, is there so 
much fear about that possibili 
ty? 

Teller: People have so tho 

roughly associated nuclear 

weapons and nuclear energy 
that it is impossible forthemto 
divorce tin- two in then minds 
.And the two are entirely dif- 
ferent. The only thing they 
have in comr" in is a basic 
scientific prit.-iple There is 
no way for a nuclear reactor to 
blow up like a bomb 

WRI: What about the danger 
of natural disasters such as 
earthquakes ' 

Teller: While I was chair 
man of the Advisory Commit 
tee on Reactor Safeguards in 
the 1950 s, we suggested that 
reactors shut down automati- 
cally at the first sign of a trem- 
or More precautions have 
been added over the years I n 
der present regulations no 
reactor can be built near an 
active earthquake fault The 
definition of an active earth 
quake fault is remarkable To 
deem it otherw ise, proof is re 
quired that the fault has not 
been active in the past twenty 
thousand years Such proof 
can. of course, never be given 
with complete confidence, yet 
it is useful to make the at 
tempt 

We should also realize that 
reactors have a much greater 
inherent resistance to earth- 
quakes than most man made 
structures Human habita- 
tions, of course are below. 
They are apt to col lapse in a se 
vere earthquake A reactor, by 
contrast, has essentially no 
cavities - An earthquake will 
shake the reactor as a whole, 
and is Ret apt to damage it 
Probably the only big man- 
made structures that are safer 
than nuclear reactors are 
Egypt's great pyramids, which 
have stood for six thousand 



years

The interesting thing is that 
there is not another energy 
producing industry that has a 
safety record that compares 
with nuclear energy And that 
includes whatever industry 
you want to talk about coal, 
natural gas. or hydroelectric! 
ty look at any energy produc 
inn utility, and you cannot find 
one with a safety record that 
compares to nuclear energy 

WRI: Nuclear waste is a ma 
jor concern regarding the con 
tinned use of nuclear power 
Are there safe means of dis- 
posing of the w aste' 1 

Teller: Yes. let me describe 
the proposed storage method 
w hich to me sounds best. 

After spent fuel rods have 
cooled tor some years, they

heat They should be placed in 
a pool of water about 30 feet 
deep where natural conven- 
tion w ill cool them and no radi- 
ation can escape Following 
that, the heavy, \aluable. rela- 
tively long lived elements can 

be separated Front the light

After separation of the 
heavy elements and usable lis 
sion products you see. my 
plan also includes recycling 
the waste - the small re 
mainder of waste can be Incor- 
porated into a practically in- 
soluble substance such as be* 
rnsiltcate glass This process 
has been developed and we 
know that such glass can be 

made to consist of approxi- 
mately SO percent fission prod 
uctions and 70 percent glassy 
substance, mostly silicon, hot- 
on. and oxygen. 

I think it would be best to 
place this material a mile un- 
derground in a dry' and stable 
— that is. earthquake-free — 
geological layer Atter approx- 
imately three hundred years 
in this deep burial place the 
radioactivity would have be- 
come less than that of the origi- 
nal uranium ore from which it

This 
WOtttd give women much broader television coverage 

Perry, a member of the NCAA committee exploring such 
possibilities, also evisions a single championship in indi- 
vidual sports, such as swimming, tennis, and gymnastics. In 
such a program, individual events would he single sex. w ith 
the scores of both men and women tabulated together to 
achieve a team score , 

Hypothetically. we could someday determine not the 
best women's tennis team and the best men's team, but the 
best tennis school." he says. 

Women are going to be hard-pressed to come into then- 
own.'' Perry says, • unless they combine efforts with the 
man to get some of the national spotlight in these competi- 
tions

Students Are The Loneliest People 



(CPS) -Eighteen-to-20 year 
olds are probably the loneliest 
people in America, at least ac- 
cording to studies done by Dr 
Robert Weiss of the University 
of Massachusetts-Boston, 
along with Dr Richard Maisel 

"We surveyed all different 
age groups, from 18 on up and 
our results suggested that 
there was more loneliness 
among the youngest people.'' 
Weiss says. 



He explains that older teens 
begin to feel very much alone 
when they cannot find substi- 
tutes for the emotional securi- 
ty previously offered by home 
and family 

Weiss says the loneliness is 
compounded by the fear that 
"I'm the only one who feels this 
way An incoming student 
will look around and see oth- 
ers happy and surrounded by 
friends, and will feel like a 



failure in comparison 

Weiss told Seventeen maga 
zine that young people 
idealistically expect to have 
many deep, lasting relation- 
ships. Failure to realize these 
hopes can lead to depression 
— another part of loneliness 

Older people, with a lifetime 
of experience, tend to be more 
realistic, however, and are not 
affected as deeply as teenag- 
ers

Student*' Real Passion — Peanut Butter — Disappears 



(CPS) - Iowa needed it New 
York admitted Texas had it 
but couldn't handle the deal 
Iowa resorted to contacting a 
go-between in Chicago The go- 
between finally pulled off the 
deal in December, and the 
6840 lb shipment arrived in 
January 

Now comes the big question, 
can it last through the spring'' 

Iowa's not the only place 
asking such questions and in- 
dulging in purchasing prac- 
tices once reserved for wheel- 
er-dealers on the spot oil mar- 
ket All over the nation, col- 
leges' hottest commodity is 
growing scarce. A panic is 
growing over the shortage of 
nothing less than peanut 
butter. 

Finding peanut butter is a 
task to stretch the resources 
and imagination of the most 
able college food service di- 
rector these days But exhaus- 
tive searches by school pur- 
chasing departments have 
been only occasionally suc- 
cessful, and some colleges are 
starting to ration the sub- 
stance 

Northwestern University 
began a rationing plan, but 
cancelled it when the universi- 
ty food service found some 
peanut butter in Kankakee, III 
warehouse at the last minute. 

"Oh, we pay twice the usual 
price," says a Saga food serv- 
ice secretary, "but we have to 
have peanut butter." 



"We found out we can 
get it but at a price that 
would break the univer- 



Some schools, however, just 
don't have the money. "We 
found out we can get it, but at a 
price that would break the uni- 
versity's budget," laments a 
spokeswoman for Berkeley's 
purchasing office. 

Robert Greiner, food stores 
manager at Iowa State, tells 



what a campus food director 
w ho won't give in to high prices 

or low availability has to go 

through 

"We happened to hear of the 
impending shortage early last 
fall at a conference," he re- 
calls "We knew people were 
going to start bidding on pea- 
nut butter all over, but we got 
the jump on it " 

Consequently Greiner 
learned from the Standard 
Brands Food Corporation 
headquarters in New York 
that 230 cases of the precious 
stuff were sitting in a Texas 
warehouse. The New York of 
fice, however, refused to sell 
the cases to Iowa State, which 
is in a different sales region In 
response, Greiner hired a Chi- 
cago agent to make the buy 
from Texas. 

"We ordered all the peanut 
butter they had," Greiner says 
Unfortunately, "only 190 in- 
stead of 230 cases," were deliv- 
ered 

Greiner is triumphant none- 
theless when he boasts, "We 
got the last peanut butter in 
Texas. 

"We'll get through it be- 
cause Iowa's enrollment is us- 
ually a little lower in the 
spring," he projects "And you 
know, people are on diets and 
stuff in the spring. We ll make 
it, but I don't know about sum- 
mer term." 

The real culprit for the 
shortage is the drought that 
wiped out half the U. S. peanut 
crop last summer, according to 
James E. Marsh, counsel for 
the Peanut Butter and Nut Pro- 
cessors Association in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

The nation's three peanut- 
producing regions — Virginia 
and the Carolinas; the south- 
eastern states of Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Florida; and the 
southwestern states of Texas, 
Oklahoma and New Mexico — 
had rainfalls that were 34 to 44 
percent of the usual summer 
average. 

Marsh says the shortage was 
noticeable by early Sep- 
tember, but that the Interna- 



tional Trade Commission tITC) 
refused to allow peanut mi 
ports to compensate tor the do 
mestic crop failures 

"The (import) restrictions 
were made to protect domestic 



"If the president had 
acted responsibly, the 
price would have gone 
up, but not nearly as 



growers," he growls, "but do- 
mestic farmers were already 
in trouble, and we couldn't al- 
leviate the problem by import 
ing 

"The administration really 
botched it," Marsh complains 
"If the president had acted re- 
sponsibly, the price would 
have gone up, but not nearly as 
much That was about as poor 
governmental administration 
as could be. 

"All I can think of is that the 
administration had somebody 
or something that they were 
trying to protect domestical- 
ly," Marsh hints broadly. 

The restrictions and the 
drought pushed the price of 
raw peanuts from 40c per 
pound to $1.75 per pound by 
December. Finally, on De- 
cember 4, the U. S. allowed two 
and a half million pounds to be 
brought into the country, but 
that was "about a quarter of 
what we needed." Marsh con- 
tends. 

Peanut butter manufactur- 
ers are again in the midst of 
hearings with the ITC, and 
Marsh is optimistic that "we'll 
get a fair shake from the new 
administration." 

If trade restrictions are sus- 
pended, Marsh estimates the 
price of peanuts should settle 
at about 80c per pound by the 
end of the spring — still twice 
the amount of last summer. 

While all the administrators 
contacted for this article say 
they've been affected by the 



shortage, schools in some 
areas of the country have fared 
better than others Two south- 
ern schools in the heart of pea 
nut country — the universities 
of Alabama and Georgia — 
both anticipated the shortage 
and prepared for it. 

"We hear about these kinds 
of things early in Georgia," 
says Sam Phillips, who pur 
chases things for Georgia.

Switch From AIAW To NCAA 
Causes Split Decision

As questions still circulate. 
Methodist regards the switch 
from AIAW To NCAA with 
skepticism as well as opti 
mism. 

At the present, the decision 
rests at a standstill Methodist 
has decided to wait and see 
what other colleges, similar in 
situation, will do and what ef- 
fects will occur The decision 
is split among Methodist 
coaches 

"I'd like to see us get the 
women in NCAA," states Meth- 
odist Athletic Director Gene 
Clayton. "It would be to our ad 
vantage, especially financial 
l.v" 

At present, it costs Meth 
odist three times as much to af- 
filiate with AIAW than pro- 
posed cost for NCAA. Meth- 
odist must pay state fees and 
southern regional fees besides 
the national fee. NCAA re- 
quires only one fee which is 
one of the main reasons why 
Clayton likes the NCAA The 
other reason stems from re- 
cruiting and elibility require- 
ments. If both women and men 
were under the same guide 
lines, life would be easier. 

One advantage Clayton sees 
for the AIAW is that women 
have a state conference thus 
eliminating high travel costs 
Clayton leans toward NCAA 
with their obligation to pay for 
travel to major tournaments as 
an advantage for them. 

Clayton foresees the eventu- 
al swing to the NCAA although 
it is not in the immediate fu- 
ture Methodist is committed 
to AIAW next year. 

The eventual swing to NCAA 
is one of the few points Coach 
Rose Paul Blackwell agrees 
with Clayton. Blackwell is 
women's tennis coach for 
Methodist. 

"I don't like the proposed 
switch," states Blackwell 
bluntly. "I think the woman 
athlete would be lost in the 
shuffle." 

The shuffle she speaks of is 
the NCAA organization and its 
vast size and power. 

"I think it was about 1977. a 
major court decision was 
handed down regarding wom- 



en and the NCAA At that time 
many of the big men (in the 
NCAA) testified against wom- 
en in the NCAA. All of a sud 
den, these same men are all for 
it. It just doesn't seem right " 

Blackwell is also pessimis- 
tic toward the recruiting rules 
of the NCAA. 

"Although the AIAW isn't 
perfect, neither is the NCAA. 
Look at all the violations 
issued each year. They had 
trouble finding teams to go to 
the Rose Bowl due to recruit 
ing violations. 

"The AIAW is set up to try 
and not abuse athletes. 
They're looking for student 
athletes, not just athletes." 

Another advantage seen by 
Blackwell for AIAW is the rep- 
resentation the students re- 
ceive Students sit on the 
board and take active partici- 
pation in the organizing and 
running of the AIAW Al- 
though, the NCAA promises 
this, Blackwell is pessimistic. 

"They say the women will 
have a fair say. If my guess is 
right, out of a 15 member com- 
mittee, one woman will be ap- 
pointed. That would be their 
representation " 

Blackwell also sees an ad- 
vantage for transferring stu- 
dents with AIAW Under 
NCAA, a student must wait a 
year after transferring schools 
to participate in sports. AIAW 
requires no such time. 



"It just offers the student 
athlete more opportunity to 
participate " 

How does Terry Benson, 
coach of Women's Basketball. 
Volleyball and Softball look at 
the proposed switch? 

"Being in a Division III 
school, I don't feel it'll be a big 
change one way or the other I 
like the recruiting in NCAA 
but also see good points for 
each side I really don't look 
Cora change for 2-3 years ." 

As more and more the 
change is discussed, more 
questions arise; both sides re- 
fute accusations and support 
their particular cause What- 
ever the outcome, the deci- 
sion doesn't rest in the hands 
of any particular party. 

According to Clayton, the 
conference plans to meet later 
this month to discuss the issue 
At present, the majority of 
schools are looking toward the 
concensus of the others 

At Methodist, the final deci- 
sion will rest in the faculty 
committee on athletics It's up 
to the committee on athletics 
to make a recommendation to 
the trustees regarding any 
move The decision does not 
fall on any one person 

As for the immediate, Meth- 
odist is staying with AIAW. As 
for the future, it appears the 
decision is a long way off Look

"It's a problem for psycholo- 
gists because there are many 
simple line figures which pro- 
duce perceptions of size that 
don't correspond with physi- 
cal reality," says Jaeger. "We 
call them illusions and some 
examples are ^ — Muller-Ly- 

er;@— Delbouef; y^ — Ponzo; 
|t| —Parallel lines. 

In each case a line (or circle 
for Delbouef) is overestimated 
because ofthe context. 

Theories about these illu- 
sions generally fall into two 
categories: either they are 
mentalistic and claim that the 
viewer cannot isolate the parts 
of the pattern and his percep- 
tual confusion leads to an inac- 
curate judgment of length or 
they are based on sensory- 
physiological principals and 
imply that something in the 
eye or brain creates the illu- 
sion by its response to the sti- 
mulus. 

"I'm a proponent ofthe lat- 
ter position and the research 
I've performed (three pub- 
lished papers and two conven- 
tion presentations while at 
Methodist) has been an at- 
tempt to determine what sorts 
of sensor) physiological 



mechanisms are necessary to 
postulate in order lo explain 
these illusions." asserts Jaeg- 
er, "My general argument has 
been that lite detectors (a 
special kind of neuroni exists 
in the brain that, in effect, 
measures the length of a line 
segment by the vigor of their 
response to it When these 
neurons are confronted with 
an array of lines many of them 
respond at the same time and 
as they respond they interact 
with each other and disrupt 
their normal response to a sin- 
gle line, this causes the illu- 
sion."

In order to support these 
ideas. Dr Jaeger has the Ponzo 
and Delbouef illusions to show 
that a figure with black con- 
tour (as opposed to gray i cause 
a larger illusion. Since it is 
known from physiology that 
cells in the visual system re- 
spond more vigorously to 



higher contrast stimuli (black 
is a higher contrast since fig 
ures are on white cards) this 
tinding suggests that whatever 

creates geometrical illusions 

depends on the activity of 
neurons. 

Dr. Jaeger s most recently 
published study shows that the 
apparent length of a line de- 
pends upon how long you look 
at it. This is important because 
neurons shown a very brief sti- 
mulus tend to respond to it by a 
rapid increase in response 
and then a gradual slowing of 
response. This all occurs over 
the course of about second 
So if these "size-detectors" 
were neurons in the brain and 
they really did measure line 
length by their rate of re- 
sponse then it would seem that 
a briefly presented should at 
first, look long and then begin 
to diminish in apparent length 
as the size-detectors coding its 
length diminished its re 
sponse to the stimulus. 

"Lucky for me, that's exactly 
what I found!! My most recent 
(as yet unpublished) study that 
you and your cheerleaders 
participated in was an attempt 
to determine how my size-de 
tectors might change their re- 
sponses to a line with increas- 
ing age," says Jaeger. 

Evidently such changes do 
occur for the parallel lines il 
lusion ( ) because young 
teenagers and 70 year olds 
tend to see the center line as 
shorter than people in their 
middle ages. Perhaps old age 
is really a perceptual second 
childhood, amuses jaeger.

Campus Housing Available 
For Married Students 



"I would like to encourage 
married students, faculty 
members, and staff members 
to consider the advantages of 
living Ofl the campus and being 
full-time members of the col- 
lege community.'' stated Hoy 
A Whitmire, business manag 
er of Methodist College. 

In this statement, Whitmire 
was making reference to the 
opportunity available to eligi- 
ble personnel of leasing one of 
Methodist Colleges apart 
ments 

There are two buildings lo- 
cated on the south side of cam- 
pus which contain, between 
the two of them, 16 apartments 

The apartments were de- 
scribed by Whitmire as being 
'not luxurious, but adequate 
in size and comfort ." 

Each apartment has an area 
of 840 square feet comprised of 
two bedrooms, a large living 
room with an entry hall, and a 
kitchen Kach apartment is 
furnished with a refrigerator 
and stove, featuring central 
heat and air-conditioning. 

These apartments are nor- 
mally leased on a twelve- 
month agreement and on a 
first come, first serve" basis 
A maintainence deposit of 
$100 is required This money 
will be refunded alter the te- 
nant has vacated the apart 
ment if the apartment is in as 
good state as he found it, reaso- 
nable wear and tear expected. 

Effective July l. 1981, the 



rent for one of these apart 
ments will be $225 per month 
The college pays for all utili 
ties and garbage pick-ups 

Over the course of the past 
six years, the cost of utilities 
and of No 2 heating oil has 
each increased by 192'-. while 
the rent for apartments has in- 
creased only by 50 per cent 
'The purpose of these campus 
apartments is to provide hous 
ing at the least possible cost to 
Methodist College's married 
students, faculty members, 
and staff members, comment- 
ed Whitmire 

The tenants are required to 
abide by the rules and regula- 
tions established by the col- 
lege This includes not keep 
ing, maintaining, or serving al 
coholic beverages No pets are 
allowed on the premises, "in 
attempt to maintain peace and 
harmony among all occupants 
and as a health measure." Cou- 
ples with children are not 
prohibited from renting one of 
these units. 

The college maintenance 
crew does all the required 
maintenance, but the occu- 
pants "do the nice-to-have 
things." During the past year, 
the tenants have participated 
in a self-help program and 
have concentrated their ef- 
forts in the heautification of 
the grounds, which included 
planting grass, dowers and 
shrubbery The college, on the 
other hand, is attempting to re- 



paint each apartment as time 
and funds permit 

in the fall, according to our 
turnover rate, we should have 
eight apartments available for 
leasing If any student, mar- 
ried or considering marriage 
in the near future, is interest 
ed in possibly renting one of 
these apartments, please come
